This  Jail  Cage  meets  the  requirements  of  towns  that  desire  more  than  one  cell  to  separate  the  sexes  or  certain  classes  of 
prisoners.  It  is  composed  of  two  No.  9  Steel  Lattice  Cells  joined  together  with  a  solid  steel  plate  partition  between.  Each  cell  is 
generally  made  4%  or  5  feet  wide,  6%  feet  deep  and  6*4  feet  high,  but  can  be  ANY  SIZE  desired.  It  is  usually  made  without 
bottom  and  arranged  to  bolt  to  cement,  stone  or  plank  floor,  is  provided  with  one  or  more  folding  bunks,  improved  automatic  jump 
lock  bar  and  four-tumbler  Yale  prison  padlock.  Can  be  made  with  steel  plate  bottom  when  desired.  The  cage  is  constructed 
of  flat  steel  bars,  riveted  at  each  intersection,  all  firmly  riveted  to  a  heavy  steel  angle  frame,  making  it  the  safest  and  strongest 
cage  made.
